Accepts Bryan's Suggestion as to En 


dorsement of the Publicity Bill 


•Washington May 27 —When Secre- 


tary Taft reached his office he found 
a number of newspaper men charged 
with inquiry as to what answer ha in 
tended to return to the invitation from 
•William J Bryan to Join him in an 
effort to secure the enactment of n. 
bill requiring publication of campaign 
contributions 
The secretary replied 


that he had not seen any comnninica- 
tlon from Mr Brjan on this subject 
and in fact it was several hours later 
before tha telegram reached him as 
follows 


"I beg to Biippc.it (hut as leading 


candidates In our respective parties! 
we join in asking congress to pass a 
bill requiring publication of campaign 
contributions prior to election If you 
think best wo can ask other candi- 
dates to unite with us In the request ' 


Secretary Taft had meanwhile and 


before he had received this telegram 
had a talk •with the president in the 
White House so that he was .prepared 
Immediately upon hia return to tho 
war department to give out for publi 
cation his answer as follows 


' Your telegram received On April 


30 !ast I sent the following letter to 
Senator Burrows tie chairman of the 
committee on privileges and elections 
of the senate 
" 'My Dsar Air Burrows—I sincere 


ly believe that It would greatly tend 
to the absence of corruption in politics 
if the expenditures for nomination and 
election of all candidates and all con 
trlbutlons rocelvod and expenditures 
made by political committees could be 
made public both in respect to state 
and national politics For that reason 
I am strongly in favor of the pasrage 
of the bill •which IB noi» pending in 
the senate and house bringing about 
this result no far aa national politics 
are concerned I mark this loiter per
